BEANS 


Beans require a light, rich soil. Plant 2 inches deep in 
drills 2 feet apart. Delay planting until weather becomes 
warm and settled, as they will not stand the least cold.

The tomato requires a sunny location and rich 
soil to produce handsome specimens and a good crop. 
1 ounce of seed will produce about 2000 plants.
